500 more will reach here to-morrow 
by the steamer Grand Tower. As no 
such provision as above stated has 
)een made for these people, they 
lave evidently been grossly deceived 
for some malicious purpose, and in 
view of all the circumstances in the 
case Mayor Ogerotolz to-day issued a 
proclamation warning all 
persons 


against coming to St. Louis without 
money to support themselves and to 
pay their fare to their destination;

fering and destitution among them. 
Two or three hundred had money 
enough to reach Kansas City, and 
have started for that point

Board of Health had a meeting this

meat, if fresh and wholesome condi- 
tion to a distant mart, is another val 
uable application of the invention of 
refrigerating oars. Their use per- 
mits the slaughtering of cattle at the 
distant pastures, often hundreds of 
miles away from the destined market;

attend tbe shipment of live stock by

Cattle which have just under- 


gone the fatigue of a long journey 
are not in fit condition to be killed

Cattle are1 often

freeze, ns.it is represented that wonld 
injure its quality. V shaped metal 
troughs suspended from the ceiling, 
contain the ice, and carry off t; t> 
water occasioned by its melting 
About one Ion of ice is used in each 
car. Chloride of calcium, in open 
\essels, is employed as an absorbent 
of surplus moisture; and thus the tiir 
is kept both ejol and dry. Meat has 
been preserved in such cars for over 
tbirtv days, without 
perceptable 


change. The sides of beef, which 
may any day be seen banging in the 
refrigerator house on Fourth street, 
took exceptionally good and fresh in 
color. 
Tbe California Fruit and 


Meat Shipping Company have thir 
teen lefrigerator cars in constant use 
between Reno and this city. 
Five 


carloads of beef arrive every week 
from Reno. From seventy to ninety 
sides of beef make a carload of ten 
tons weight.
